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DENTON COUNTY IS 
LINED WITH ROADS 


Denton county nas completed a 
system of graveled highways that 
reach every important community in 
the county, connecting them with the 
county seat, at a cost of approximate­ 
ly $2,000,000. 
The system consists of about one 
hundred and seventy miles of paved 
roads, of which slxty-two miles is 
state highway. 
Two highways cross 
the county passing thru Denton, one 
from southwest to northeast connect 
ing with Fort Worth and Sherman, 
and the other from southeast to 
northwest, connecting with Dallas 
and Gainesville. The D-C-D highway 
and Halliday trail pass over the Dal- 
Ias-Gaine8ville roaa, and the D. W. 
F. G. highway over the Fort Worth- 
Sherman road. Lateral roads branch 
out from these highways to reach all 
importants points in the county. 
All roads are built of gravel on 
sixty-foot 
right-of-way, 
with 
high 
dumps to prevent water getting over 
the paving. 
All drainage structures 
are of reinforced concrete with somn 
of tile larger bridges of concrete and 
steel structure.

The land for the orchard should be 
selected rght now so that it may be 
prepared against the time of setting 
the trees. 
The purely home orchard 
should be near the house and a com­ 
bination orchard should be as near 
te house as the proper land for it 
may be had. 
It m atters little where 
the pursely commercial orchard is 
placed, if it has good soil, provided 
you see that it is placed convenient 
to the road co that no time will be 
lost in handling the fruit when har- 
veoting time comes. 
The soil for the 
orchard must be well drained to a 
depth of as much as six feet. 
A 
hard-pan sub-soil at a loss depth than 
this may hold moisture, preventing 
its proper underground circulation, 
and this will injure the roots of the 
tree. 
Such sub-soils are common on 
light, sandy soils that have high 
slopes. 
On slopes they seem well 
drained, but on levels they are bog­ 
gy. 
But sandy soils and loams, on 
up to light clays, are regarded as the 
best orchard soils. The heaviest soils 
are seldom of any great value for 
orchards. 
This can be overcome if 
the soil is opened properly, and if it 
is well supplu d with humus and is 
given a little lime to break down its 
stickiness. 
Even men you have to 
be careful in selecting trees that will 
suit such soils. 
To prepare the land 
is a simple task of breaking it deep­ 
ly and roughly— just so it is broken 
deeply— and then harrowing it to 
keep it in some degree of tilth until 
time for setting the trees. 
In some 
parts of the south it is common to 
set the trees in the spring instead of 
he fall, and in this case it is a good 
idea to sow some winter grain on 
the soil in the fall, and then turn it 
under in the spring. 
This saves win­ 
te r harrowing, and you can get a 
great deal of good grazing from the 
growing crop, and besides, this tho 
crop will be a decided benefit to the 
soil. 
If you want a really good orchard 
*—one that will bring pleasure and 
profit to the owner and increase the 
vni ip of the place— look carefully to 
the selection of the fruit trees to 
p ; ut. 
There 
are 
many different 
k nds of fruit, but only a few do well 
in any particular section. 
Peaches 
and plums lead in one section, pome 
fruits in another, and citrus fruits 
In another. 
Grapes and berries also 
do best in the home orchard, and it 
is folly for a farm er to try to raise 
more than two 01 
three different 
fruits in his orchard im he is raising 
fruit for the market. 
The home or­ 
chard may have in it as many varie­ 
ties of each different fruit as the 
owner fancies, but it is best to stick 
to a few that do well and will yield 
a succession of fruit for perhaps half 
the year in seine sections and a little 
less in others. 
The commercial or­ 
chardist has a different proposition 
He has to confine his energies to 
two, or at the most three, varieties 
of each fruit planted. 
If he does not 
he will have fruit ripening at odd 
preiods when the markets are bad, 
and besides that he will make a mot­ 
le y lot of fruit that will not sell well 
at all. 
Before setting any number of 
trees, talk the m atter over with your 
neighbors and see what kind of fruit, 
and which varieties of each kind, do 
best in your section. 
Then study the 
markets and see what fruits and va­ 
rieties of fruits sell best. 
Compare 
the two lists ands elect the best that 
appear on both lists. 
Buy trees di­ 
rect from reliable nurseries that ad­ 
vertise regularly 
in your favorite 


farm papers if you can. 
Or they 
may have a local agent. 
Buy as 
near home as you can, but Insist on 
getting quality. 
The trouble in buy­ 
ing from travelling agents is that 
they seldom try to understand your 
situation, but wish to sell you as 
many trees of each variety and kind 
as possible, regardless of your actu­ 
al. needs. 
If you buy over one hun­ 
dred dollars worth of trees it will 
pay to make a trip to the nursery. 
You will learn a gieat deal and can 
get enough discount by direct buy­ 
ing to pay your expenses. 
If your trees arrive before you 
wish to set them out or if the ground 
can not be gotten in good condition 
in a short time, sort the trees into

Mysterious Place From Which 
Performers Entertain Unseen 
Audiences of Thousands.

Chicago.—Everyone who has listened 
to a program broadcast by radio has 
formed some mental picture of the In- 
prlor of the station from which the 
•cogs and speeches come. 
He Imag­ 
ines, perhaps, a room full of apparatus 
•—black panels, polished dials, delicate 
measuring Instruments and the glow 
of vacuum tubes—as the setting where 
ds the evening’s prima donna. 
?re he to enter an acrual “studio,” 
ever, he would find nothing In its 
[soft carpet and attractive furnishings 
to suggest radio, except a small panel 
on the wall carrying a few signal 
lamps and push buttons, and on a ped- 
' estal a graceful metal object which 
he is told Is the broadcasting micro­ 
phone. 
A well-designed studio begins with 
a room whose walls are soundproof 
and which will accommodate comfort­ 
ably a chorus or an orchestra of 20 
persons. 
Usually Its walls are draped 
with some heavy fabric to prevent 
echoes, and for the same reason its 
grand piano, phonograph and tables 
are kept covered when not in use. 
Where Artists Perform. 
^ 
Since soloists rh* used to standing 
* on the hard floor of the stage, a low 
wooden platform is provided to make 
them feel at ease, and for the further 
purpose of discouraging them from 
moving about the room while singing. 
This Is a common tendency among 
i^artlsts of strong dramatic Instinct, but 
It Is undesirable because it carries 
them away from the microphone that 
Is to pick up their voices. 
This platform is only one of the 
many little details that are provided 
for the comfort of the artists in a 
welty*un station. The studio itself is 
best located where it Is easily readied 
from the street. On their arrival the 
performers are greeted in an ante­ 
room by a courteous attendant, and 
made to feel at home while they walt 
their turn to "go on/’ Shortly before 
each program the studio manager ex­ 
plains the few simple points to be ob­ 
served—such as remaining from four 
to eight feet from the transmitter, 
enunciating clearly and maintaining 
perfect quiet while tile microphone is 
"on the air." 
At lost the moment comes to begin. 
In the studio a lamp flashes, telling 
the manager that the electrical equip­ 
ment is ready. With a last glance to 
be sure that everyone Is in place, the 
manager throws a switch which con­ 
nects the microphone through the set 
to the antenna, and in a strong, dear 
voice 
announces. 
“This 
is 
Station 
PDQ broadcasting; we will have a 
solo by Miss It. entitled ------.”

pianist begins the accompaniment and 
the “show" Is on. 
Great Invisible Audience. 


Tile curtain has now risen on an in­ 
visible audience of many thousand 
people, hut aside from a bright blue 
pilot light on the wall, nothing has 
changed in tile studio. 
It is hard for 
perform ers to realize that they are not 
merely rehearsing; and sometimes to 
the chagrin of the manager, they in­ 
terrupt themselves with a question 
about their singing or some other in­ 
congruous remark, 
one manager re­ 
lates with glee how, one day listening 
f 
at the radio station to a tenor solo at 
another local station, he heard the 
singer 
inquire 
at 
the 
eondusion: 
“How do you shut th is 
thing'off, 
anyhow?” 
™ 
Such situations must 
the 
studio 
manager handle "on the minute,’ and 
yet diplomatically, for he is dealing 
with all sorts of temperaments, from 
the high strung artist to the busy mao 
of politics or affairs. 
He must put on 
one number after another without 
‘Wage waits” and his resourcefulness 
must be equal to tilling in gaps as if 
nothing had gone wrong. 
Often rehearsals are held, during 
which the electrical equipment is con­ 
nected to a dummy antenna. 
I his 
permits various groupings of perform­ 
ers to he tried without disturbing 
other stations. During these tests and 
during the performance itself the sta­ 
tion operator must give close attention 
to Instruments which show the per­

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LARGE CONCRETE BRIDGE 
WAS BUILT UNDER TENT.— 
By enclosing the entire work Id 
a tent, a concrete bridge over 
the Little Goose river in Sheri­ 
dan county, Wyoming, was con­ 
structed 
during 
the 
winter 
months. 
The work is described 
in Concrete in Architecture and 
Engineering, which ie thus quot­ 
ed In Engineering and Contract­ 
ing: 
‘‘Weather conditions last win­ 
ter in that part of the country 
were the most severe encoun­ 
tered in many years, hut be­ 
cause the highway, of which 
this bridge formed a link. is a 
very important one, tile state 
highway 
department 
saw 
the 
need of completing Hie bridge 
so that the road between Sher­ 
idan and Dietz might be opened 
early in 
1920 for tile heavy 
farm hauling prevailing in that 
section. Construction work was 
started in the fall of 1919, and 
forms for the three spans? erect­ 
ed. 
Before any concrete was 
placed, a large tent was set up 
over the entire structure site 
and tires kept going in the en­ 
closure in stoves with smoke 
outlets through the top of tile 
tent. 
Aggregates and mixing 
water were healed. 
During the 
progress of the work a snow­ 
storm followed by severe cold 
lasting several days, tested the 
effectiveness of Hie tent. 
The 
housing 
proved 
equal 
to the 
emergency, however, and there 
was no particular difficulty in 
keeping tile enclosure sufficient­ 
ly warm until the concrete had 
hardened. 
The work on tins 
bridge suggests Hie application 
of the same principles to longer 
structures where it 
might be 
practicable to house in only one 
or two spans at a time. The 
same method could be applied 
to 
the 
construction 
of 
long 
walls and other relatively nar­ 
row structures by housing in 
successive sections.”

How Lumber Is Graded. 
Grading of I unit • 
is done under a 
multiplicity of grading rules. 
H. S. 
Betts, engineer in forest products, for­ 
est service, United States Department 
of Agriculture, tells how lumber is 
graded in n forty-page pamphlet, Bul­ 
letin 04. on the subject. 
Woods are graded largely according 
to rules prepared by lumber associa­ 
tion's, the members of which handle 
lumber of one or more species that 
grow in a certain region or are natur­ 
ally grouped together, with the excep­ 
tion of the hardwoods, which are all 
graded, according to the rules laid 
down by National Ha rd wood Lumber 
association, with headquarters in Chi­ 
cago. Soft woods, on the other hand, 
are graded according to rules promul­ 
gated by more than sixteen associa­ 
tions. 
The bulletin mentioned gives the 
basic data for the principal rulings.

ADDING FERTILITY 
AT BREAKING TIME 


There is a pleasant sensation in j 
turning mellow, fertile soil, if the 
ground is in fine condition and the 
implement is doing excellent work, j 
As the soil glides over the mold­ 
board or slides over the disc it gives 
the plowman a thrill of delight. The I 
possibilities ol cubic feet oi mellow.! 
rich soil is far gi eater than most 
farmers realize. 
But 
most 
of 
us! 
know we can expect a large yield j 
when we turn good soil early. 
As j 
it flacculates in the furrow slice; 
falls over the mofa-board or cram- i 
hies into granular particles against a j 
Pl ow disc, we may well be hopeful. 
So much depends on fall breaking 
that we may well undertake it even I 
at great expense. 
Toe increase In I 
vegetable matter alone is enough to 
justify greater expense in fall plow- j 
ing, if this should be necessary. Tho 
added fertility as a result of turning! 
tinder stubble, stalks or weeds is sui- | 
ficient to cause one to bestir him -; 
self to break at this time. 
There may be plenty of time to j 
break the land early in the spring. , 
In some few localities spring plowing J 
is advisable. 
This 's especially true 
in the plains country or where there 
is “blow sand.” 
But in most locali­ 
ties there are many disadvantages 
in spring plowing. 
On some farms 
fall plowing is indispensable for fair 
crops and a reasonable distribution 
of labor. 
Whether the season be 
very wet or very dry, fall breaking 
will pay on many farms. 
If the seas­ 
on be normal there will be even 
greater advantages in early breaking 


SHEEP PROFITABLE 
WEED DESTROYERS 


Sheep have generally been regard­ 
ed as weed—destroying animals. It is 
a well-known fact that sheep will 
browse in weedy fields and get rid 
of many pest weeds. 
They have an 
appetite for weeds and will destroy 
many when they have access to them. 
But there is a place on many 
farms for sheep. They will help keep 
down the weeds if given a chance, 
help enrich the soil, and provide the 
farm manager with wool and mutton 
two products of commerce for which 
there is generally a demand. 
Sheep, like other farm animals, 
differ in their adaptions for convert­ 
ing feeds into marketable products 
Tnere are profitable sheep and un­ 
profitable sheep on many farms; that 
is, some individual animals do not 
produce wool or mutton economical­ 
ly. 
It is our privilege and our duty 
to select the right kind of animals.

Mew Viscount Exmouth Passes 
Up Seal A nong Lords. 


Because the United States Has Been 
to Him La n d o' Romance Henry 
Edward Peilew Will Remain 
American Citizen. 


Washington.—A British poor, w heth­ 
er he will have it so or not, Henry E d­ 
ward Peilew, Viscount Exmouth, Is re-, 
plaining an American citizen, because 
the United States to him has been a 
land of romance. The title of viscount 
has descended upon him. hut he will 
pot go to Europe to qualify or tuke his 
place in the house of lords. 
Ninety-four years old, Mr. Peilew let 
It be known that his long residence In 
this country and his naturalization as 
an American citizen were due, more 
than anything else, to his affection for 
his two American wives, the second of 
whom died only a few years ago. 
Mr. Peilew came to America In the 
T>Os of the last century. In New York 
he met and married Eliza Jay, daugh­ 
te r of Judge William Jay and grand­ 
daughter of John Jay, the famous 
chief Justice of the United States. 
They returned to England, where their 
son was born. 
In 1868 Mrs. Peilew 
died. 
In 1873, Mr. Peilew again came to 
America and married her si>ter, Au­ 
gusta Jay. who remailed his constant 
companion until lier death. 
Marriage 
to a deceased wife's sister was then 
against tile law in England, and Mr. 
Pellew’s marriage would not have been 
rec' 
'zed there as legal. Consequent­ 
ly he d e c i d e d to remain in tile United 
States, took out citizenship papers and 
'•ut virtually all (lie ties that hound 
him to his native land. 
When Mr. Peilew arrived in America 
in 1873 the country was in the throes 
of a financial panic, 
lie started relief 
for victims of the industrial distress 
and discovered soon that certain fam i­ 
lies were collecting relief from a dozen 
o» 
more organizations, m aking from 
f “00 to $300 monthly, which m eant 
luxury in those days. 
Mr. Peilew promptly put a stop to 
that and as a result the Charities Or­ 
ganization society came into being. 
This probably will he lits chief monu­ 
ment. 
He has been a pioneer in establish­ 
ing libraries, coffee houses and Im­ 
proved tenements fur the poor. 
Since 
the death of his close friend and a s­ 
sociate In philanthropic work, Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, his principal Interests 
have been in work for the* negroes and 
In building of the Washington cathe­ 
dral.

Start Twinkle More Intensely 
on Clear Migats 


Why die stars twinkle more intense­ 
ly on clear, cold, windy nights than 
at other tim es is wed explained by Dr. 
N orris Russell, protessor of astronom y 
at Princeton university, in describing 
for the Scientific American Monthly 
the method of m easuring the diam eter 
of stars. 
“The astronomer peering through 
the telescope has to look through filly 
turbulent miles of the eartli’s atmos­ 
phere. 
Even under the best conditions 
the rays of light which enter ids tele­ 
scope have been more or less deviated 
in their courses by refraction iu pass­ 
ing from one layer of air to another, 
and in consequence tile diffraction 
1 pattern of disk and rings, which eau 
ne so clearly and beautifully shown 
in the laboratory, oscillates, trembles 
and is more or less confused and dis 
torted. 
Under

and 
worse conditions of ’seeing’ (fie image 
is more disturbed and dances about, 
coming only occasionally to rest, and 
it is during these favorable Intervals 
alone thai close pairs of stars can be 
seen double. 
“On many nights, indeed, when the 
sky is cloudless, but the air windy, anc 
full of* st l eaks of varying density and 
temperature 
(the airman's ‘bumps’) 
the stars twinkle furiously, and their 
telescopic images are so blurred tliut 
accurate observation of any sort is 
impossible.”

Why Ccffee May Be Considered BcUh 
as a Blessing and a Curse 
to Guatemala. 


Guatemala, which has been econom­ 
ically and in a military sense one of 
tile most powerful of the five Central 
American states ever since it was the 
seat of the old Spanish vieeroyal gov- I 
emment for the entire region, Is a 
country both blessed and cursed by 
coffee. 
Coffee Is a fe ssin g to Guatemala in 
that It has brought much money Into 
the country and has made the plants 
f Inn-owning 
class exceedingly 
pros­ 
perous. 
Coffee, too, may be considered in a 
sense a curse to Guatemala been owe 
its production dominates every o ile r 
activity iii Hie republic, and is the in­ 
direct reason therefore for fa ilu re to 
develop most of the country’s other 
resources. 
Though the plateau country of the 
southwest apparently could be made 
to produce wheat, flour Is Imported. A 
number of other food products that 
could be produced nre also brought in 
from outside. 
Cotton could he grown on large 
areas but only a comparatively small 
amount Is produced. The greater part 
of the cotton cloth and yarn needed 
is imported. The raising of cattle and 
sheep, the growing of almost all trop­ 
ical, semi-tropical, and temperate zone 
fruits, and mining, are all Industries 
that could be developed most profit­ 
ably.
